Details of the German Reparations Offer 
Rejected by the Allied Experts in Paris

PARIS, April 18.—Details of the German memorandum of yes- 
terday to the Reparations Conference were telephoned from Berlin 
by The Associated Press Bureau tonight. After detailing the devel- 
opment and experiences of the Dawes plan, it set forth the condi- 
tions under which Germany can pay, including the conditions 
relative to the necessity for expansion of German exports. 

Emphasis was laid on the fact that Germany had already 
paid 4,650,000,000 gold marks (about $1,116,000,000) in cash and 
kind. It was pointed out that a new scheme must involve aboli- 
tion of the control system established by the Dawes plan. Two plans 
were proposed. 

Plan A was divided into four columns of unprotected payments, 
transfer protected payments, transfer and raising guaranteed, an‘ 
deliveries in kind.

PARIS, April 18.—The conference 
of bankers and experts for a definite 
and final fixation of Germany’s 
reparations debt has broken down. 

This afternoon the subcommittee 
headed by Lord Revelstoke, on which 
Thomas W. Lamont, the American 
delegate, replaced J. P. Morgan, and 
at the meeting of which Owen D. 
; Young was present, found itself un- 
able to reach any agreement with 
the chief German delegate, Dr. Hjal- 
mar Schacht, on the amount of even 
the first annuity which Germany 
should pay, and the subcommittee 
will so report to the full committee 
tomorrow. 

In fulfillment of mission the 
committee will appoint a drafting 
committee which will make a report 
to the various governments of what 
has been attempted, and it is faintiy 
possible that during the process of 
drafting the German Government

The storm, the board found, 
lasted three days, coating trees 
and shrubs with ice.

LOSES CITY CLAIM 


Is Not Entitled to Recover $231,- 
426 for Maintenance, Court 
of Appeals Rales.

ALBANY, April 18.—The Brooklyn 
Public Library is not entitled to re- 
cover $231,426.38 from the city of 
New York for the maintenance of 
the library, the Court of Appeals has 
just decided. The library, whick 
was continued through the gener- 
osity of Andrew Carnegie, contended 
the city should pay interest on a 
mortgage on its Montague Street 
property and also the insurance pre- 
miums from 1803 to date. The ag- 
gregate principal was $134,453.43 and 
the interest $96,854.53. The city set 
up the statute of limitations as to 
certain causes of action. 

The trial court gave a judgment in 
favor of the library, but the Appel- 
late Division, Second Department, 
reversed it and the library appealed. 
Judge Irving G. Hubbs, in writing 
the opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
said: 

“Tt appears that the city in and 
by its contract agreed to pay for the 
maintenance and support of the 
Brooklyn Public Library such sums | 
maintenance of the libraries and 
that the interest of $120,000 mort- 
gages and the cost of insurance 
should be deemed part of the cost of | 
maintenance. It is conceded that 
the city has never paid the interest | 
on the mc-ztgage or the cost of in-| 
surance. It is also conceded that} 
the Brooklyn Public Library has re- 
ceived sufficient rent from that part

of the building which has been 
rented to fully pay said interest and 
cost of insurance. 

“The whole tenor and spirit of the 
contract is to the effect that the new 
Brooklyn Public Library Corpora- 
tion is to hold the property in trus‘ 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
contract between the city and An- 
drew Carnegie and making the prop- 
erty a part of the free public libra- 
ry system of the city of New York. 

“The Brooklyn Public Library be- 
came an instrumentality for the car- 
rying out of the plan for building up 
and maintaining that system. It 
was an integral part thereof. The 
provision of the contract providing 
for maintenance must be construed 
with the situation in mind. 

“It was the duty and obligation of 
the Brooklyn blic Library to 
maintain itself as far as reasonable 
from its own income from rent, and 
there was no duty or obligation on 
the city to maintain it until it be- 
came necessary—that is, until it 
could not wholly maintain itself. 
The word ‘requisite’ must have been 
used advisedly with the intent of 
limiting the city’s obligation to such 
sums as should be found necessary 
or indispensable. Otherwise the 
agreement to maintain it would have 
been absolute.”’

As was well known at the time, 
Marshal Foch activity criticized the 
whole conduct of the peace negotia- 
tions, and the origin of the quarre!} 
seems to have lain in the terse repiy 
of the Premier to a letter, written 
by Marshal Foch on Oct. 16, 191%, 
asking what the policy of the gov- 
ernment would be in regard to the 
Rhineland. What, he asked, would 
be the status of the frontier zone? 
Would it be an indevendent or neu 
tral State? His reasons for asking 
were, it was added. that it was im 
portant he should know the govern. 
ment’s opinion before any armistice 
negotiations should begin. 

M. Clemencean replied to this let- 
ter by a brief orfer to the Marshal 
to mind his own business. 

“Your business is war.'’ he ‘vrote 
“but whatever affects peace. the es- 
tablishment of the Rhineland. &c., is 
our concern, 2nd ours only. We will 
not tolerate, for a minute, that you 
mix in.”’ 

After that fecling of irritation be- 
tween the two men, whose coopera- 
tion had done so much to win the 
war, seems to have grown steadily 
worse and Marshal Foch’s complaint, 
as reported hy M. Mecoulv, that the 
politicians did not develon rightly 
the situation which he had created 
by the Armistice fills several long 
chapters. 

Even when the neace treaty, im- 
perfect as he considered it, was 
handed to Foch, he is quoted as say- 
ing to Clemenceau: 

“Even such as it is, I will under- 
take to geet it accented bv the Ger- 
mans without a minute’s hesitation.

Two Skirmishes Reported. 


JUAREZ, Chihuahua, April 18 (#).—

to leave for this border city. 

General Almazan, who will direct 
the campaign in Sonora, said he re- 
ceived word last night that his ad- 
vanced guard had had its first skir- 
mish with rebels at Pulpito Pass, the 
entrance to Sonora. Federal aviators 
reported several days ago that in 
addition to General Caraveo’s 1,500 
men defending the pass, hundreds 
of Yaqui Indians were hidden in the 
mountains ready to engage in guer- 
rilla warfare. ~ 

The reports of the two skirmishes 
gave no details but indicated ‘neither 
was of major proportion.

The report said that the jail sys-

| mended that some jails not at pres- | 
ent under the control of the Commis- | 
sioner of Correction be placed under | 
his jurisidiction. 

‘“‘New York City confines a large 
| percentage of its prisoners in over- | 
crowded, insanitary jails, many of | 
!which are fire traps,’* the report} 
declared. 
| Finds Jails Overcrowded. 


The report showed that at 7 P. M 
on Dec. 10, 1928, the population of 
the jails of New York City totaled 





| 5,341, housed in quarters having a| 
|}normal capacity of 5,304. Detailed | 
| statistics showed that on Dec. 10, | 


the Welfare Island Penitentiary, with 

|a normal capacity of 1,370 prisoners, 
had 1,519; the New York City Re- 
formatory at New Hampton, with a 
normal capacity of 256, had 355, and 
the Tombs, with a normal capacity 
of 553, had 661. 

“The Tombs,” built in 1897, ‘‘is 
hopelessly out of date; insecure, in- 
| sanitary, ill-arranged and incapable 
|of any satisfactory enlargement,” 
the report said. 

Dr. Hart recommended that the 
;Correction Hospital on Welfare 
jland, now seventy-six years old, | 
\‘*should be torn down and replaced 
| by a modern hospital. 

‘“‘As to the New York County Peni 
tentiary on Welfare Island,’’ the re- 
port continued, ‘‘it contains 1,118 
‘cells, of which 750 are now about 100 
jyears old,’’ and 368 were built in 
| 1898. 

‘“‘There is no plumbing in any of 
the 1,118 cells. Its ancient buildings, 
its insanitary condition, its lack of 


|provision for classification, its ives 


risks and so on have been described 
|}periodically for many years in of- 
| ficial reports.”’ 

Three dormitories in the branch 
penitentiary on Hart’s Island, with 
|beds for 115 prisoners, are ‘‘danger- 
ous firetraps,’’ the report said. 

Touching on the New York City | 
Reformatory, at New Hampton, in 
Orange County, about . sixty-five 
miles from the city, which was!

8 HORSES PERISH 


Flames Sweep Three Stables at 
‘Havre de Grace—The: Nut 
Among Those Destroyed. 


STABLE BOY IS* MISSING 


Employe of Whitney Believed to 
Have Been Trapped.in Blaze 
While Rescuing Charges.

HAVRE. DE GRACE, Md., April 
18.—Eight thoroughbred horses per-| 


ished, a stable boy was believed to/ 
have been burned to death and | 
buildings valued at $50,000 were dc- 
stroyed tonight when flames swept 
through three large stables at the 
Havre de Grace race track. 

From near-by stables, dozens of 
horses escaped to run at large for| 
hours, and caused their owners be 
believe that they had been trapped | 
in the flames also. | 

The horses known to have been! 
destroyed were Parchesi, Hot Time, | 
Goulash, Shasta Klan, El Canoe, In} 
Laid, Lass o’Gowrie and The Nut.| 
All were fatally burned except The! 
Nut. This horse escaped, but in do- | 
ing so broke a leg and had to be! 
destroyed. 

The Nut was the only one of the 
Harry Payne Whitney stable, which 
was near the centre of the blaze, 
that was badly injured. The grand 
stand and the other track buildings 
were untouched by the flames, and 
officials of the track announced late 
tonight that tomorrow’s card would 
go on. 

Horses Led to Safety. 


Most of the horses that will run 
tomorrow escaped injury, dut to the 


efforts of trainers, jockeys and 
stable boys, who rushed through the 
smoke and led them to safety. 

The person believed to have per- 
ished in the fire was an exercise 
jo 4 employed by the Harry Payne 
Whitney stables. He was with the 
rescuing party. His name was not 
recalled by those connected with the 
stable at a late hour tonight, but a 
line-up of the stable crew revealed 
that he was missing. A’ search for 
his body in the smoldering stables 
disclosed no trace of him. 

The fire broke out in or near the 
Whitney stables at about 7:45 o’clock. 
Smoke started the horses to neigh- 
ing, which alarmed their trainers, 
and one of these turned in an alarm, 
while others began fighting the fire 
with water buckets and extinguishers. 

The Havre de Grace Fire Depart- 
ment arrived before many of the 
horses had been led out and mem- 
bers of this company helped the 
horsemen with their charges, while

the saving of its life.

The new law will become operative | 
Sept. 1. It contains the following | 
additional provisions: 

The provisions shall not apply to} 
any dog or person who is the owner | 
or possessor of a dog whose ear or a) 
part thereof had been clipped or cut! 
off prior to Sept. 1, 1929. 

After Sept. 1, 1929, each applicant | 
for a dog license must state on his} 
application whether any ear of the} 
dog for which he is seeking a license | 
has been cut off wholly or in part. 

No provision of the new law shall | 
be construed as preventing any dog) 
whose ear or ears shall have been 
clipped or cut off wholly or in part 
not in violation of the new law from) 
being imported into the State exclu-| 
sively for breeding purposes.

HE recent unveiling of the Muldoon-Tunney 
Trophy was a complete success, but the presen- 
tation of the Mahonri Young statuette, emblem- 

atic of the world’s heavyweight championship, was 

somewhat disappcinting. The Hon. William Muidoon, 
one of the joint donors, couldn’t find any pugilistic 
performer to whom it cculd be properly presented. 

There were half a dozen claimants who would have 

been delighted to receive it, but no champion. 

In this extremity, the ‘‘Solid Man’ merely turned 
over the trophy to Messrs. John McEniee Bowman, 
James A. Farley, Jer2miah T. Mahoney, Herbert 
Bayard Swope and Bernard Gimbel with words to the 
general effect that “some one will come around to 
get this .ater.’’ But how much later? If the pu- 
gilistic claimants don’t get busy, would it be all right 
for the honorable custodians to fight it out among 
themselves for the silver statuette? 

There wasn’t much else that Mr. Muldoon could do 
with the silverware. He couldn’t give it to Jack Shar- 
key. Perhaps Skarkey leads d at the moment, 
but the race is wide open. Max Schmeling has come 
forward. James J. Braddock has stepped up. The 
wild woodchopper from the Pyrenees, Paulino Upside- 
down, is slill in the ring. Sharkey has exchanged 
buffets with none of these worihies. 


Perpetual Possession. 


Under conditions as they exist now, it may be that 
the ‘“‘holding company”’ or honorary trustees will re- 
tain permanent possession of the trophy. These elimi- 
nation tournaments are taking on an appearance of 
perpetual motion. There is no end to them. 

Take Sharkey, Braddock, Schmeling and Pauiino as 
surviving contenders just for the sake of argument. 
Any other ‘‘worthy contenders’ would do, but they 
have been prominent in the last few months. The 
proposal] is to match chem, two and two, in the eariy 
Summer and to have the survivors battle for the a!- 
leged championship of the world some time in Septeni- 
ber. Figuring that the heavyweight championship 
bout is an outdoor fixture, too big to be held wndei 
a roof, there’s a year’s program right there. 

But much can happen in a year and even in less 
time. Max Schmeling came up in three months. 

raddock, though he has been fighting for more than 
three years and can still qualify as a light heavy 
weight, became a threat in the heavyweight world 
in the last three months or so. 

Even if the proposed program ig carried out, the sur- 
vivors of this climination tournament may be over- 
shadowed by some new pugilistic hero who will flasn 
to the fore by midsummer. 

Shifting the Scenery. 

If that sounds a bit overdrawn, consider the situa- 
tion before the last bout for the heavyweight chan- 
pionship of the world. Early in the season, befor 
the Sharkey-Delaney bout, the four aspirants for 
a chance to tilt Tunney’s crown down over his pen- 
sive brow were Sharkey, Delaney, Heeney and Risko. 

Where are they now? Sharkey alone remains as a 
contender. But the ranks have filled up as fast as 
they were depleted. The late Tex: Rickard, when he 
had to select an opponent for Tunney, dian’t know

which one to pick. There were four of them, Paulino 
having replaced Delaney, and he thought the four 
were about even as contenders fer the honor of get- 
ting into the big battle with the champion. 

Well, two of the four are practically out of the pic- 
ture and not because the two survivors had anything 
to do with it. Sharkey didn’t defeat Heeney or Risko. 
Neither did Paulino defezt them. Nor has Sharkey 
defeated Paulino or vice versa. If it hadn’t been for 
the outsiders, the elimination tournament wouldn't 
have eliminated anybody. But perhaps they aren’t 
meant to sliminate anybody. 


More Speed. 


The way things are going, the heavyweight scramble 
is like a battle royal with fresh levies coming up to 
take the places of the fallen warriors. There’s no end 
to it. And if there’s no end to it, how can anybody 
be crowned champion and who will get the elegant 
statuette from the studio of Mahonri Young? 

Mcre speed might be the solution. If Sharkey fought 
Paulino next week and Braddock fought Schmeling 
the week after, the survivors could battle for the big 
title two weeks later. No added starter could hop 
into the tournament if they worked that fast. The 
Mu!ldoon-Tuuney Trophy Committee could at last ‘‘pre- 
sent’’ the trophy, and the fight fans could hail a new 
champion. 

But, of course, it won’t work out that way. It takes 
time to build up these big fights. There must be 
months of training. There must be arguments over 
the referees. There must be heavy emphasis on the 
financial end of the fight. There must be doubts as 
to where the fight is going, and when. Possibly, a 
postponement or two could be worked in to add to the 
suspense and the general interest. 


The Big Parade. 


Whiie ali this is going on, the whole situation may 
change. New fighters may come forward. That's 
what happened in the past year. That is what may 
very well happen in the season up ahead. 

The rich rewards for success in the ring are draw- 
ing more and more lads into the game ail the while. 
Amateur boxing is on the boom, and that means more 
gradvates jnto the professional ranks. Even college 
athletes, lured by the big prize, are entering into the 
competition in greater numbers year by year. 

Most of these chaps will be hopeless: some of them 
are bound to be good; there may be a champion some- 
where in the lot. But the point 1s that the big parade 
moves along at a lively clip, and that those who are 
now at the front must move and move fast to keep 
from being snoved aside or even trampled on. 

This holds true in all divisions, but, naturally, it is 
of more interest in the heavyweight division. The 
big boys, fightiag for the big purses, are the main 
attraction. 

The contenders, promoters, managers and the trus- 
tees of the Muldoon-Tunney Trophy can draw this 
climination tournament out to September or later if 
they please, but it is an even bet that by September 
there will be added starters among the “logical con- 
tenders,” and the official presentation of the silver 
statuette will still be a matter of doubt and debate.

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MR. HOOVER AND THE JUDGES. 


The President has insisted upon 
the right standards in the selection 
of Federal judges for New York. 
These offices have long been 
regarded merely as “places” to be 
filled by politicians. What the effect 
of that theory has heen on the Fed- 
eral bench of this district: we have 
melancholy evidence now before our 
eyes. It is plain that Mr. HOOVER 
decided to put political considera- 
tions wholly to one side in this im- 
portant matter. He could not do 
otherwise if he were to be sincere 
and consistent. For in his inaugural 
address, where he spoke of the need 
of looking into and bettering our 
national system of jurisprudence, he 
distinctly gave the country to un- 
derstand that he would be ready to 
do everything within the power of 
the President to tone up judicial 
procedure. The best way to do that 
is to tone up the judges. Competent, 
independent, fearless and hardwork- 
ing judges on the Federal bench— 
and the same thing is even more 
true of our State courts—could do 
more than any other single thing to 
remove popular complaints about the 
law’s delays and labyrinthine in- 
tricacies, and the uncertainties of, 
justice. The most direct way to re- 
form the courts is to reform the 
methods of appointing judges. 

Mr. HOOVER has met successfully 
the test left him by President COOL- 
IDGE. The latter, on the eve of his 
retirement, sent in the names of four 
excellent men, whom he nominated, 
much to the exasperation and dis- 
gust of New York politicians, both 
Republican and Democratic. The 
Senate refused to act, in the short 
time left to it, so that the question 
was sharply put up to Mr. HOOVER. 
He has answered it in complete dis- 
regard of the ordinary political con- 
siderations. It is known that swarms 
of candidates were placed before 
him by the party organization, here 
in this county and in Brooklyn. No 
end of good. Republican workers 
were, as the Western phrase used 
to be, “out for the ermine.” 3ut 
the President has acted only on the 
advice of the Attorney General, of 
bar associations and of other dis- 
tinguished and impartial sponsors 
for the new judges. 

Two of the men chosen by Presi- 
dent COOLIDGE are not on the list 
submitted by HOOVER. One of them, | 
Mr. WHEAT, was found to be techni- | 
cally ineligible, as not having a resi- 
dence in this district, but has now | 
been nominated as a judge of the} 
Supreme Court of the District of | 
Columbia. Renaming Mr. WOooLsey | 
and Mr. CAFFEY, the President had | 
to make two new selections, Mr. COXE 
and Mr. GALSTON, both of whom are | 
spoken of in the highest terms, who 
have the added credentials of an en- | 
raged Republican Congressman who | 
said of them that he was “too mad | 
to be quoted.” Political leaders may 
be disappointed and mad, but the| 
rest of the community will highly | 
applaud the judicial nominations | 
which President Hoover has made.

First—As nearly all men are 
swayed more or less by national 
prejudices and feelings, no great na- | 
tion will or can submit to the deci- 

| sion of judges or to arbitrators, how- 


ever high-minded they may be, ques- | 
tions affecting the vital interests of | 
the nation, or its independence, or} 
its honor. Second—The performance | 
| of a treaty between sovereign nations | 
depends upon the good faith and| 
honor of these nations and their gov- | 
ernments, and no treaty can be made 
| self-executing or be enforced ex- 
cept by an act of war. Third—The 

United States should not and cannot 
become a party to any treaty which 
would entangle it in controversies 
in which it is not concerned between 
foreign nations. Fourth—Under the 
Constitution, the President cannot 
declare war and cannot make a 
treaty binding the United States ex- 
| cept by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. 

However, while the United States 
cannot and should not become a 
party to the Covenant of the League 
of Nations as now constituted, the 
United States can and should enter 
into a treaty with other nations em- 
bodying substantially the following 
provisions: 

First—An agreement among the 
parties to the treaty to submit jus- 
ticiable controversies to a designated 
court. 

Second—An agreement to establish 
a permanent organization and meet- 
ing place for the consideration and 
submission to their respective gov- 
ernments of plans or drafts of trea-| 
ties for the regulation of adminis- 
trative matters of international in- 
terest, such as the opium trade, quar- 
antine, public health, international 
postal and telegraph lines and mari- 
time rules, and also for the consider- 
ation, but not decision, of non-justici- 
able disputes other than disputes in- 
volving domestic questions or ques- 
tions relating to an established gov- 
ernmental policy of a nation. The 
present secretariat of the League of 
Nations might advantageously be 
utilized for this purpose. The United 
States now participates in an irregu- 
lar and somewhat undignified way in 
the consideration of matters like 
those above stated by sending so- 
called observers to attend the delib- 
erations of the League of Nations. 

Third—An agreement that if any

Veto of Park Concourse Measure 
Evokes a Traffic Remedy. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that the Governor has vetoed 
the Kinney bill to build a grand con- 
course through Van Cortlandt Park, 
it may be well to discuss the situa- 
tion in readiness for new attacks on 
this or other parks, for the informa- 
tion of careless legislators and to 
find the real remedy for the traffic 
difficulty which this new concourse 
was intended to overcome. 

There is no need, even if it were 
practicable, which it is not, to pro- 
long the ‘Concourse in any direction, 
through the park.

Fifth—An agreement that if any 
party to the treaty shall violate the 
preceding Article Fourth any other 
party shall be entitled to prohibit 21!

the party violating the treaty or its 
nationals and that such prohibition 
shall not be deemed an act of war o: 
offense against the party which vio 
lated Article Fourth. 

Sixth: An agreement abrogating 
the entire doctrine of contraband of 
war and establishing complete im- 
munity of neutral ships and their 
cargoes from seizure and enemy pri- 
vate merchant ships from destruc- 
tion upon the high seas, except pos- 
sibly in case of an attempt to enter 
an effectively blockaded port and 
within a specified distance from such 
port. 

Whatever could be said in former 
times in favor of the doctrine of con- 
traband does not apply under modern 
conditions of war. It is no longer 
practicable to distinguish between 
articles destined for military pur- 
poses and those intended for the ci 
vilian population. Moreover, it is 
ordinarily impossible to prevent ship 
ments from reaching a belligerent 
without also preventing them from 
reaching neutral countries which are 
able to ship to the belligerent by land 
or by an unguarded sea route. If 
ever the United States should be 
driven into another war the cause 
probably would be interference with 
its commerce and a violation of the 
rights of its citizens upon the sea 
A general agreement among nations 
abolishing the doctrine of contraband 
and establishing the freedom of the 
seas for neutral ships and their car- 
goes, would go far to put an end to 
competition of the great powers 
the expansion of their navies. 

Finally, the United States should 
enter into a treaty with our forme: 
associates in the war for the can 
cellation of all indebtedness fo: 
moneys borrowed by our associat 
from cach other or from the United 
States for the purpose of carrying on 
the war. The United States should 
agree to this, both because it would 
be just and because it would be to 
our financial and our social interest 
Our population and our per capita 
wealth and income are so large tha! 
the cancellation of this indebtedness 
would hardly be felt by us, while it 
would relieve the poorer countries of 
Europe of a great burden. 

It should be borne in mind, also 
that international indebtedness can 
be paid ultimately only out of th 
excess of exports over imports of th 
debtor countries. The payment 
this indebtedness of Europe to the 
United States is bound to result ulti 
mately in a lessening of imports from 
us or to an increase of exports in 
competition with us, or both, with a 
consequent lowering of the standard 
of living of the people in the debtm 
countries. In canceling these ad- 
vances made by us to our associates 
in the war expediency and generosit 
would go hand in hand.

‘ARGENTINA WANTS MOST 


|Part of the Brazilian Financing Is 
Expected to Be Placed in England 


as In Recent Years. 


A total of $318,036,000 of South 
| American loans is being negotiated 
with Wall Street bankers, largely as 

a result of the good will created dur- 
|ing the recent tour of that Continent 
| by President Hoover. Some of the 
| loans have been closed and will be 
| offered shortly to investors in this 
; country, while others are nearing 

completion and await only the settle- 
| ment of details. 

While the subject of loans was not 
| discussed by President Hoover on his 
| South American tour, the friendly 
| feelings toward the United States 
which his visit brought about have 

turned government officials toward 

New York as the source of their cap- 
|ital requirements. New York bank- 
|ers had greatly expanded their ac- 
| tivities in South America and an in- 

creasing proportion of the loans of 
the larger countries have been placed 
here in recent years, 
said this trend had undoubtedly been 
greatly increased by President Hoo- 
| ver’s trip. 
| The contemplated financing  in- 
cludes loans for national govern- 
| ments, provinces and railroad devel- 
opmenis. The largest total of loans 
is expected to be contracted by Ar- 
gentine borrowers with an aggregate 
of $146,867,000, the largest part of 
which will be for railroads and mis- 
cellaneous enterprises. Brazilian loans 
totaling $105,000,000 are being ne- 
gotiated, while in Colombia there are 
projects calling for $32,000,000. The 
National Bank of Panama is discus- 
sing a loan of $1,000,000. A consider- 
able part of the Brazilian financing 
|is expected to be placed in England, 
which has cooperated with New York 
bankers in recent years in handling 

Brazilian loans. 

So far this year South American 
|financing in New York had fallen 
|off considerably from the volume of 
|recent years, but this was the result 
| of higher money rates and the result- 
ing slump in the bond market. Some 
|of the loans now contemplated may 
| be held back until these conditions 
lare corrected. The decrease was not 
| due to any loss of hold by the Ameri- 
|}can bankers, but merely wes part of 
a genera] let-down in new bond flota- 
tions of all cla 

Recent improvement 
market has indicated that this pe- 
riod of inactivity was nearing its 
end, and when new financing is re- 
newed on a large scale South Amer- 
ica is expected to be one of the lead- 
ers.

IN PRICE OF COPPER 


Official of Miami Company 
Sees Greater Demand After 
Reparations Are Adjusted. 


MARCH OUTPUT A RECORD. 


Worid Production Last Month Was 
192,792 Short Tons—Previous 
Mark Was 183,813.

An appreciable advance in the price 
of copper from its present level of 
18 cents was predicted yesterday by | 
E. H. Westlake, vice president of the | 
Miami Copper Company, in a report 
to stockholders of the company. A 
further increase in the demand for 


the metal will probably follow a set-! 
tiement of the European reparations | 
problem, he said. 

Despite the recent drop in the price | 
from 24 cents to 18 cents, he reported | 
that it was not impossible that the 
company would realize an average of 
18% to 19 cents a pound for its 1929 
output of copper, giving indicated | 
earnings of $8 a share this year. The} 
Miami mine is operating at 17,000/ 
tons of ore a day, he said, and the 
increased output, with improved re-| 
fining methods, would bring the com- 
pany’s cost to less than 11 cents a} 
pound. 

World production of copper in| 
March totaled 192,792 short tons, this 
figure constituting a new record to-| 
tal, according to the American Bu- 
reau of Metal Statistics. The ouput 
compares with 167,090 in February, 
178,738 in January and 147,842 in} 
March last year. The best previous | 
monthly record was made last No- 
vember, with 183,813 tons. 

For the first quarter of this yea 
world production aggregated 538,665 
short tons, against 438,934 tons in| 
the first quarter of 1928. 

The increase in March production 
was accounted for mainly by the 
United States, Chile and Peru 
United States production for the| 








month was 107,253 tons, against 95,-/ 3 


234 tons in February and 101,151 tons 
in January. Chile and Peru together 
produced 40,158 tons in 
against 31,886 in February and 35,162 
in January. 

Part of the March increase was due 
to the greater number of workin; 
days in the month. The daily aver- 
age output for March was 6,218 tons, 
compared with a February daily av- 
erage of 5,968 and a January figure 
of 5,757 tons. When the previous 
high monthly record was made lasi 
Nover*per, the daily average output 
was 6,127 short tons.

CHEMICAL PRICES STEADY. 


Trend Is Upward, Though Metal 


Salts Are Mixed—-Shipments Up. 

Prices of most chemicals which are 
important from a tonnage standpoint 
have been holding steady, with the | 
general trend slightly in favor of the 
sellers. In the last week or so some 
irregularity in the price of metal 
salts has occurred, due to unstable 
markets for lead and copper. The 
weighted index number of chemical 
prices for the current month is 
113.31, against 113.15 in March and 
112.72 in April, 1928, according to 
Chemical and Metallurgical Ingi- 
neering. 

There has been a wide interest by 
foreign buyers, and it is estimated 
that export shipments for the first 
quarter of the year, for the chem- 
ical group as a whole, were nearly 
10 per cent larger than in the first 
quarter of 1928. The soda group has | 
contributed largely to this gain; out- 
ward shipments of sodas for the first 
two months of the year amounted 
to 109,963,145 pounds, compared with 
83,166,679 pounds in the same period 
of last year.
